"Back 
then women had limited status, the 
gap between the rich and the poor 
was enormous, and wars were 
fought in the name of religion. ..well, 
actually, maybe things weren't so 
different after all." 

The connection between the past 
and present is exactly the goal of 
history teachers; they actively try to 
personalize history for every student 
and realize for each the value of 
knowledge that is relative to other 
courses. 

"History is the background for 
other subjects. It describes the 
beginning of all subjects - math, 
science and literature. History and 
literature have always been inter- 
twined," Bankus explained. 

History teachers also strive to 
teach students something that can't 
be explained in a textbook, that 
history is more than a class to take 
and an exam to pass or fail; it is part 
of an endless cycle, a chain reaction 
of events that began before written 
history and is still reaching forward 
into the present to affect us and the 
way we live. A great wheel, always in 
motion, never ending; a wave of life. 

"History is the essence of our 
existance; where we are from, what 
we are about," explained 
Christenson. "All people have 
histories; some are great, some are 
minor, yet all have importance and 
significance. I try to weave a connec- 
tion between the past and present." 

So even without high-tech equip- 
ment the average student can expect 
to learn something important from 
history class. 

"It is the story of people, their lives, 
their achievements, and their 
relationships," said Bankus.

Its not often a class actually gets to see first- 
hand what it studies all year, or turns out a work 
that will be viewed by the student body or will be 
eligible to win in a contest.

"Every semester we try to do some- 
thing helpful for the children." ex- 
plained Adams.

"We had to reorganize the 
school bus schedules to be 
able to accommodate the 
students that attend schools 
with special programs such as 
English as a Second Language 
(ESL),"said Sands. 

A major plan that the board 
is working with is Vision 
2005, a plan "upgrade the 
schools in Des Moines," said 
Sands. 

The district has a pressing 
need to repair buildings and 
provide modern technological 
equipment. The price tag is 
$3 1 5 million. (See infographic 
for a list of East's needs.) 

The money for Vision 2005 
was to come from a one- 
penny sales tax increase, but 



that was rejected by Polk 
County voters for the third 
time on December 10. 

With only one outlet in her 
room, two computers, two 
printers and one lamp, 
English teacher Linda 
Saddoris said that the Vision 
2005 plan was a good idea, 
considering that East has 
many needs that must be met 
in the near future. 

"I think the plan would 
have been good because we 
do need help in basic 
structural repairs such as 
roofs and ceilings. It will also 
allow us to have the means 
to use more advanced 
technology in the rooms," 
said Saddoris.

he 1996-97 school year was 
an important year for the 
future of East High School. 
The EHS administration (Principal lerry 
Stilwell and Vice Principals Donna 
Christensen, Ken Miller and Gary 
lotzkc) guided the school through many 
important issues, such as Vision 2005. 

Vision 2005, the Des Moines Public 
Schools' plan to overhaul the school 
system was defeated on December 10. 
The plan included 6.8 million dollars for 
East, according to Stilwell. 

The administration put a lot of time 
into getting the plan passed because of 
the impact it would have had on East 
The school district will try to get the sales 
tax passed again next year. 

"(Vision 2005) is so important that it 
will impact every student, every staff 
member and every parent," said Miller. 

Another vital activity for the adminis- 



trators this year was the beginning of an 
evaluation by the North Central Associa- 
tion of Schools, East's accrediting body. 
This is a recuring event that takes several 
years to complete each time. 

"Every public high school has to belong 
to an association that accredits; we are in 
the process of getting an evaluation from 
our association," said Stilwell. 

Also this year, EHS received a grant of 
$ 1 0,000 from the Iowa Department of 
Education to work on "school to work" 
programs. 

"Students need to be prepared when 
they get out of high school, whether it is 
for a technical school, a college, or a full- 
time job," said Stilwell. 

Whether they were fighting for needed 
repairs in the Vision 2005 program or just 
supervising school activities, the admin- 
istration worked hard this year to make 
East an exceptional school.

Drake Honors Choir 
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t c^^inly doesn't look 

much. The windows 
^P^^attered. Termites 
have long since gnawed 
out the inside. The paint 
is peeling off the siding. 
It's a shell of a house, 
condemned and 
forbidding, looking like 
the next north wind will 
send it toppling. 

Yet it's the job of the 
home remodeling class 
to turn this abandoned 
old shack, which they 
purchased for S I , into a 
livable home which will 



sell for $75,000. 

The project takes two years 
to complete. Happily, the 
house, located at 3 1 20 East 
Washington, has most of the 
outdoor construction fin- 
ished. This year's classes 
have mainlv indoor work to 
do. 

"Last year we worked 
outside all winter, but this 
year we work mostly inside," 
said teacher Bill Oleson. "We 
work outside in the hot and 
cold." 

Which is fine for some, 
excruciating for others. 

Bad weather isn't the only 
problem the home 
remodleing classes have to 
face. As in any long-term 
project, they've come across 
inconsistancies in financing 
and in transporting the 
students and materials. 

"We used to have an old 



crummy van," joked Oleson. 
"Now we have a new crummy 
van." 

Yet the students are very 
self-reliant. Businesses such 
as Sutherland's, Payless, 
Thrasher Plumbing and 
\ leating, and Bruni Electric 
contribute resources, but it's 
the students who do all the 
work. 

"Everything we do, we do 
by ourselves," boasted 
Oleson. "We don't contract 
anything. We do everything 
from demolition to finish 
work." 

Students are divided into 
two classes, a morning and 
afternoon shift. They work in 
groups of two and often 
rotate groups to get used to 
working with a variety of 
different people. 

"Attendance is important 
because it's the first thing an 



employer will look at. They 
need 95% attendance to 
pass." he said. 

In fact, one of the most 
important things about the 
class is the way it prepares 
students for the future. 

"They learn hands-on skills 
to use tools, measurement, 
problem solving.. .it prepares 
them to get into a $30,000 to 
$40,000 a year job," Oleson 
said. 

In fact, some students have 
already gotten involved in a 
union or apprenticeship 
position. 

By the end of this year the 
group will celebrate with an 
open house that school 
district associates and the 
govenorare invited to. And, 
of course, the profits from the 
house will go right back into 
the school system. 

And as soon as this one 
gets sold, next year's classes 
will start from scratch. They'll 
find another abandoned old 
house with the windows 
shattered, termites at home 
gnawing on the inside, paint 
peeling off the siding...

"We sold ads most of the time, but we 
did do some bookwork too," said junior

This year the ad sales class enrollment 
dropped from the traditional 48 each 
semester to only 24 per term. Hansen 
has a theory as to why: 

"With the seven period day students 
are able to get credits faster; and are 
taking fewer elective classes," she said. 



The Office Education program is 
composed of three parts. 

Nineteen students took the Office 
Education class during second period 
each school day. 

"The students receive a grade and a 
credit for this class. Written business 
communications and proper business 
etiquette and dress are some of the units 
taught," said Kaldenberg. 

All of the students in the OE class also 
have "on-the-job training" with a real 
business in Des Moines. They get paid 
up to S 1 0 per hour and receive a grade 
based on evaluations completed by their 
employers every six weeks. 

"It gives (us) a chance to get oriented 
with the business world," said senior 
Christina Taha. 

All Office Education students also 
participate in the Business Professionals 
of America (BPA) club. 

"BPA gives students the opportunity to 
compete in business contests at the 
regional, state and national levels," said 
Kaldenberg. 

East's 20 BPA members competed at 
Regionals at the American Institute of 
Business in November and collectively 
earned 45 awards. 

"It was a fun experience. I met a lot of 
new people and took first place in the 
Office Specialist competition," said 
senior Melissa Woodard.

"I get nervous sometimes 
in front of a bunch of 
people," admitted freshman 
Tracy Halsband. But 



singing in front of people 
can also be exhilarating, she added, as long as it's in a 
group. 
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"Sometimes she calls our names in 
class and we have to sing by ourselves 
and everybody looks at you." said 
freshman lessica Jordan.

Prep Choir consists of about 60 
freshmen and sophomores, all of 
whom have had different musical 
backgrounds and levels of experience.

Prep Choir requires no 
audition to join and can 

sometimes be a stepping stone to 
audition-based choirs, like Mixed 
Choir, which had 29 people. 

In November Mixed Choir partici- 
pated in the Central Iowa Metro 
League Choral festival at Drake, 
performing 5 songs. 

It's not unusual for Baker to dip into 
the pool of eighth graders and skim 
out a serious singing talent. 

"If a student has an unusually good 
voice and good sight-singing skills 
then they can go into Mixed Choir." 
said Baker. 

But talent doesn't just happen. A 
singer, regardless of age, experience, 
or ability must work at being his or her 
best for that golden moment, when the 
last note has been sung and the 
applause fills the air. 

The singers smile and take a bow. 
Baker sighs in relief and forgets the 
sweat that's trickling off her brow. She 
looks at the crowd on their feet, 
realizing it's been worth it all along.

As time passed, they began to wonder if 
the mimes had silently slipped out on 
them. Little did they know that the mimes 
were putting on a show for Longfellow 

students, oblivious to the 
fact that they had sched- 
uled two performances at 
once. 

Mistakes like that are 
easy to make when 
you're in popular de- 
mand. 

The Scarlet mimes 
perform numerous 
shows, such as at Mercy, 
for terminally ill children, 
the Willis Adult Daycare 
Center, a Des Moines 
Schools administrator's meeting, the 
Central Campus open house, and at 
elementary schools. 

"Performing is the best part of miming," 
said senior lodie Griffin. 'The elementary 
school kids just love it, and it gives you 
the greatest feeling." 

It was this kind of enthusiasm for 
performing that made Ruth Ann Gaines 
found the miming program 24 years ago. 
She was an English teacher, and when 
she saw how much the students loved the 
section on drama, she began the miming 
program. 

"The kids absolutely loved it." said 
Gaines, whose entire career now is 
teaching drama. 

Steve Beavers, Gaines' assistant, is 
another teacher who has a passion for 
drama. 



"When you mime, you tell stories, make 
pictures without words, convey messages 
with body actions and movements. 
Miming will improve your acting all over," 
he said. 

Miming isn't something that can be 
done without a lot of hard work, repeti- 
tion, and bravery. 

"Rehearsal and commitment is key," 
said Beavers. "There is a lot of repetition 
involved, and you can't be embarrassed 
to try new things." 

Putting on a good performance involves 
practice and a desire for perfection, 
repeatedly going over scenes so that 
motions are clear and concise, and 
making sure the audience follows the 
idea of the skit. 

"I don't consider myself a perfectionist, 
but I work hard, and I've made a lot of 
improvement," said junior Ed Haworth. 

"You need to be energetic and put forth 
all your effort. Also using big, over- 
exaggerated facial expressions is a key," 
said junior Stacy Griffith. 

Despite all of the repetition and 
reearsal. not one performance could be 
successful if the students weren't willing 
to work together. 

"A major part of the class is learning to 
get along with other people." said Gaines. 

If one person isn't willing to work with 
the group, the audience will know. 

The most difficult thing about miming is 
trying to get everyone to do the right 
part." said Griffin. "Everyone wants to do 
their own thing."
